N ORDER ‘to serve most accept- 

ably and efficiently the shipping 

and traveling public in European 
countries, Southern Pacific has estab- 
lished and maintains traffic offices in 
the cities of Hamburg, Paris, Genoa, 
Liverpool and London. These offices 
to some extent operate independently 
but their administration is directed 
through the New York General 
Agency under the supervision and 
control of. Vice President Schumacher 
in charge of traffic. 

The first of these agencies to be es- 
tablished was the one at Hamburg. 
which was opened in 1885 with Rud. 
Falck in charge as general agent for 
all Europe. The establishment of the 
Paris, Genoa, Liverpool and London 
offices was entrusted to Mr. Falck, 
who for many years was charged with 
the direct supervision of all these 
agencies. 

As a result of the growing import- 
ance and increasing volume of busi- 
ness done by these agencies, Paris, 
Genoa, Liverpool and London were 
later removed from the control of the 
Hamburg office and individual general 
agents were appointed for the first 
three, the London office being operat- 
ed by a representative with the title 
of Agent working under the direct 
supervision of the general agent for 
Great Britain located at Liverpool. 

Once established, none of these 
agencies was ever discontinued except 
for a brief period during the World 
War, when even off-line agencies in 
this country were abolished by the 
United States Railroad Administra- 
tion. No other American railroad has 
been so continuously represented in 
Europe by its own established agen- 
cies as has the Southern Pacific.

of these articles to give a complete 
or even a comprehensive history of the 
establishment and operation of our 
agencies in Europe but from the in- 
teresting aud informative data fur- 
nished by our European representa- 
tives an attempt has been made to 
cull sufficient material to give a brief 
account of our office in each Euro- 
pean city, together with a few facts 
of interest regarding the European 
railroads. 


The Hamburg Office 


The territory assigned to the Ham- 
burg office is very extensive, embrac- 
ing the countries of Austria, Courland 
(formerly Russia), Czecho-Slovakia, 
Denmark, East Prussia, Esthonia (for- 
merly Russia), Livonia (formerly Rus- 
sia), Netherlands (Holjand}, Nor- 
way, Poland, Roumania, Russia, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Ukraine 
(formerly Russia), and throughout this 
territory not less than sixteen differ- 
ent languages are. spoken. 


Passenger traffic is solicited to all 
states traversed or reached by the 
Southern Pacific lines in addition ta 
the ports in the Far East booked in 
connection with Trans-Pacific steam- 
ship Hines from San Francisco. Freight 
trafic booked via New York in con- 
nection with our Morgan Line steam- 
ers and by direct vessels from Europe 
to our Gulf ports is canvassed for 
all points in which the Southern Pa- 
cific Lines are interested. It is sug- 
gested that agents in the United States 
and Mexico could assist in developing 
freight traffic by having importers 
give instructions to shippers in Europe 
to consign westbound traffic in care 
of Southern Pacific Lines’ European 
Agents. This would be to the interest 
of the importing firms as no commis- 
sion but only actual expenses would 
be charged, thus saving importers all 
brokerage charges. 

The personnel of the Hamburg of- 
fice comprises G, Ruhr, general agent; 
Mr. Boge, assistant general agent, and 
Mrs. Maia, stenographer. 

Immediately after the war it was 
not possible in all cases to meet the 
wants and wishes of the traveling pub- 
lic with respect to accommodations 
and speed. Nevertheless, the German 
State Railways are not now very far 
behind other European Railways in 
the matter of speed. A contemplated 
electrification of most of the roads 
will insure greater improvement in this 
respect. As compared with American 
railroads, which generally carry one 
class, the German Railways have ar- 
rangements for three classes and 
sometimes even a fourth class. Some 
of the International trains, however, 
carry only first or first and second- 
class passengers. In the D cars, cor- 
vidor carriages, there are closed com-

partinents with four seats first class, 
six second and cight third, which 
makes it possible for passengers to 
reserve for their exclusive use a com- 
partment by buying four, six or eight 
tickets. Sleeping cars have similar 
arrangements. A first-class ticket en- 
titles the holder to the use of a whole 
compartment; a second-class ticket to 
a berth in a compartment containing 
two couches. First-class sleeping car 
fare amounts to about $5.00; second- 
class, $3.00. The passage through the 
car is on one side instead of the mid- 
dle and this side passage, which is 
also provided on day coaches of cor- 
ridor trains, allows conductors as well 
as travelers to pass through the cars 
without molesting other passengers. 


The same arrangements as outlined 
in regard to the interior of German 
cars prevails in Holland, Scandinavia 
and Switzerland, except that in these 
countries a fourth class is unknown, 
In this connection it should be noted 
that even in Germany the fourth-class 
car is handled on slow, never on the 
faster trains. In Switzerland, on ac- 
count of the many tunnels, the ma- 
jority of the locomotives are clectric, 
steam locomotives being used only 
where not any or very small tunnels 
are to be passed. The other principal 
point of difference in Switzerland is 
that the corridor is in the center in- 
stead of on the side of the carriages. 


The Paris Office 


The Southern Pacific has been rep- 
resented in Paris since 1895 under the 
supervision of Rud. Falck, who was 
then General European Agent. At 
that time considerable passenger traf- 
fic was derived from the movement of 
European emigrants to the states, 
reached by the Company’s lines via 
New York and the freight traffic to 
California and other western states 


moved via New Orleans, Like the other 
European offices, the Paris agency was 
closed from May, 1918, to October, 
1920, when it was reopened and H. 
Desmidt appointed general agent. In 
January, 1921, the present Paris office 
was opened as a joint office with 
Messrs. H. Desmidt & Cie, but since 
Octoher, 1923, this new office has been 
an exclusive Southern Pacific Lines of- 
fice for passenger and freight traffic 
under the name Societe Anonyme, 
Southern Pacific Line. The Paris of- 
fice is located at 3, Rue Tronchet, 
near the Madeleine Church, in close 
proximity to the steamship offices, 
tourist agencies and within walking 
distance of the Gare Saint Lazare, the 
“State” Railways Station where all 
trans-Atlantic passengers via Havre 
and Cherbourg leave or arrive, Apart 
from passenger and freight traffic for 
the Southern Pacific Lines in_ the 
United States and Mexico, the Paris 
Agency is also the official agent for 
the principal trans-Pacific steamship 
lines from all United States ports on 
the Pacific Coast. 

To American travelers the Paris 
Office extends on behalf of the South- 
ern Pacific Company, the following fa- 
cilities; Steamship reservations on all 
lines to United States and other parts 
of the world; general information on 
traveling in Europe; securing railroad 
tickets; sleeping car reservations on 
all trains; tickets on all air lines from 
Paris; forwarding of baggage and in- 
surance thereof; touring and sight- 
seeing information in and aroun 
Paris; receiving and reforwarding ma

in Africa, Corsica and Luxembourg. 
French Railroads 


The French Railways are divided 
into six great lines, each one serving 
a portion of French territory. The 
names of these rail lines and_ their 
English equivalents are as follows: 
Northern Railway, Chemin de fer du 
Nord; Eastern Railway, Chemin de 


fer de fEst; Paris-Lyons-Mediter- 
ranean Railway, Chemin de fer du 
iy M.;  Paris- Orleans Railway, 


Chemin de fer du P.O.; Southern Rail- 
way, Chemin de fer du Midi; State 
Railway, Chemin de fer de Etat. 

The last named was formerly 
Chemin de fer de YOuest (Western 
Railway,) but about fifteen years ago 
was acquired by the government and 
assumed its present name. The other 
railroads have remained private com- 
panies. They are, however, controlled 
by the State, ie. they cannot bring 
forward any modification in the work- 
ing of the railroad and no passenger 
or freight tariff may be altered with- 
out first being approved of by a spe- 
cial government board called “Service 
du Controle des Chemins de Fer,” 
which is somewhat’ like the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in the United 
States, 

On’ the other ‘hand; .as ‘compensation 
for this control] which Jimits the .ac- 
tion of the. private .companies and 
forces ‘them to apply only tariffs which 
have ‘been: approved by the ‘Board of 
Control, ‘the. French ‘State ‘guarantees 
a minimum ‘of -profit to -the .railway 
companies ‘which cannot, therefore, be- 
come. :bankrupt. : Moreover, the -state 
guarantees ‘the interest .on ‘the: capital 
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invested and shareholders are always 
sure of receiving their dividends, 

In 1923 railway expenditures were 
five times greater than before the war, 
whereas the earnings were less than 
four times the.pre-war figures. How- 
ever, at the present writing the French 
Railways are again making money in- 
stead of running a defic! The num- 
ber of French carloads in 1923 was 
less than in pre-war times but the 
tonnage was really 30 per cent more 
as before the war the average carload 
was nine toms, whereas it is now 
twelve tons. 

Among the French railways, the 
Northern Railway (Le Nord) boasts 
the fastest trains in the world on the 
Paris-Brussels and Paris-London runs, 
their average speed being 100 kilo- 
metres per hour, including stops. The 
French Railways have first, second 
and third-class passengers, besides the 
Wagons and Trains “de Luxe” which 
belong to the International Slecping 
Car Company and correspond to the 
Pullman cars in the United States. 
The International Sleeping Car Com- 
pany provides sleeping cars on all fast 
trains and moreover owns some trains 
“de Luxe” composed entirely of sleep- 
ing cars with dining cars attached. 
For example. the Orient Express 
starts every day from Paris for Con- 
stantinople, where it arrives five days 
later with the same sleeping cars pro- 
vided at the start. The dining cars 
are attached to trains “de Luxe” and 
on ordinary express trains. Service is 
not a la carte but all passengers take 
the same table d’hote at a cost of 
fifteen francs, wines and mineral wa- 
ters additional, 


The Genoa Office 


The General Agency of the South- 
ern Pacific Lines for Italy, Greece, 
Turkey, the Balkan States and part 
of Africa is administered by Messrs. 
Brizzolesi, Kemsley & Millbourn, So- 
cicta. Anonima, whose head office is 
situated at Via Roma 8-A. Genoa, 
Italy, with branch office in Milan and 
sub-agents in all the principal towns 
under their jurisdiction. The firm was 
opened in 1906 and acquired the Gen- 
eral Agency of the Southern Pacific 
Lines in 1920. The personnel of the 
Genoa office comprise the following:

EW people realize that in running 
F: railroad there is more to the 

road than just the shining black 
locomotives, the comfortable coaches, 
the Pullmans, and the red box cars. 
How many of them stop to think that 
in order for them to make their com- 
fortable trips throughout the country 
millions of dollars are spent annually 
to keep this fine equipment in a safe 
and workable condition, the road beds 
smooth and well appearing to the eye 
as you glide along over the two rib- 
bons of steel, so finely ballasted that 
a glass of water on the dining car 
table is as safe as in one’s home? 


The photograph above shows one 
of the parts of the unseen expenditure 
that is necessary to crush the rock 
that goes on the road beds and: in 
fills to make our road a successful one. 
It is the top bearing for one of the 
largest rock crushers in the West, in 
operation at Santa Ana, California. 

It was found some time ago that 
the design of this crusher could be im- 
proved and the output of this plant in- 
creased, but to do this meant making 
a larger casting than ever before at 
our foundries, so when the proposi- 
tion was put up to the officials of the 
Sacramento Shops considerable study 
was given it to see if the shops were 
thoroughly equipped to handle such a 
tremendous undertaking. 

The drawings were made and the 
pattern shop started the pattern for 
this foundry masterpiece. Now, owing 
to the peculiar shape of the arms, this 
pattern caused considerable hard work 
and skillful planning, for it was nec- 
essary to get it very accurate, and the 
cores, that lightened the arms, so 
placed that they would not weaken the 
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casting. After eight days of energetic 
application by Mr. Scott, the pattern 
shop foreman, and his crew, the pat- 
tern. was turned over to the general 
foundry. 

In building this pattern over 1,400 
feet of sugar pine lumber was used. 
Owing te the size and -enormous 
weight of this casting it was necessary 
to excavate a place in the foundry floor 
18 feet long by 12 feet wide by 6 feet 
10 inches deep. The pattern being 
made for one-half of the hub and one 
arm, had to be mounted on a spindle 
and one-half of the mould made at a 
time. This required great caution and 
accuracy on the part of the foundry- 
men to see that the two arms were 
directly opposite one another, and ab- 
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solutely on the proper levels. After 
approximately fifteen days of work on 
this mould it was ready to receive the 
metal. 

Then came the problem of getting 
twenty-seven tons of molten metal to- 
gether. so the casting could be suc- 
cessfully poured. «In order to do this 
it was necessary ‘to build a large res- 
ervoir to hold the bulk of this metal, 
for it was impossible, with the pour- 
ing ladles used in the foundry and the 
limited crane facilities, to handle so 
reat an amount of moiten metal at 
one time. 

The reservoir was built at one side 
of the mould, clear of the arms, and 
filled with sixteen tons of metal. Two 
large ladles, one of five tons and the 
other of six tons capacity, were filled 
and handled on the two cranes over 
the job. 

At a given signal pouring was start- 
ed from all three containers at the 
same time, and in two minutes after 
the signal was given this monstrous 
casting was successfully poured, much 
to the relief of all concerned, for the 
least little error would have meant the 
total loss of the casting. 

After the casting had been left in 
the mould for five days, to give it a 
chance to cool gradually, it was taken 
from the pit. the pouring gates and 
risers were cut off, and the casting 
cleaned. Upon inspection it was found 
to be absolutely free from flaws~-a 
perfect casting, weighing twenty-three 
tons, the largest ever made at the Sac- 
ramento Foundry. 

Much praise is due the men who 
were responsible for this casting. 
Such work onty shows that the rail- 
roads have a class of work that re- 
quires the best mechanics Hable 
and from the work on the castings 
mentioned it seems that we have a 
large number of such men in our ¢m- 
ploy. Many of the men who worked 
on this responsible piece of work were 
men who served their apprenticeship 
with this company and are now hold- 
ing the responsible positions.

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APPRENTICES LEARN ABOUT 
3-CYLINDER ENGINES 
By R, P, PEEK

In order that they might better co- 
operate in making the running repairs 
and understand the new three-cylinder 
locomotives recently purchased by the 
Company, the machinist, boilermaker 
and piper apprentices at Sacramento 
General Shops were given an educa- 
tional talk on these new engines by 
P. T. Egbert, representative of the 
American Locomotive Works in 
charge of delivery of the new power, 

and by officers at the shop. 


Mr. Egbert spoke of the reason for 
the design of such class of power in- 
stead of the two-cylinder type and 
gave interesting data comparing the 
three-cylinder with other classes of 
locomotive. He spoke on the experi 
mental work necessary to perfect these 
engines and of the efficiency of op- 
eration and maintenance over equip- 
ment giving tractive effort that is not 
equal to the three-cylinder locomotive, 

He congratulated the Company on 
its foresight in training young men 
in handling motive power and said 
that our road is building a reputation 
that is causing the eyes of the rail- 
road world to watch our progressive 
efforts in making our road the best 
and most efficient in the country. 

D. S. Watkins, superintendent of 
shops, told about the new locomotives 
from the Southern Pacific standpoint 
and gave some interesting data re- 
garding the necessity of the increased 
power on our lines.
